WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—Chair- 
man Robert E. Hannegan of the 
Democratic National Committee 
gaid today that a personal canvass 
of senatorial leaders had _ con- 
vinced him that Henry A, Wal- 
Jace does not have “a ghost of a 
ehance” to be confirmed as Secre- 
tary of Commerce unless the 
George bill is first passed by both 
houses of Congress and President 
Roosevelt indicates he will sign it. 
The George measure would sep- 
arate the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation from the Department 


ef Commerce. Its supporters on 
Capitol Hill fear that if it is 
passed and if Wallace is then 
promptly confirmed as Commerce 
Secretary, the President will veto 
the George bill and so leave the 
RFC and other Government loan 
activities under the Secretary of 
Commerce. 

For this reason Senate support- 
ers of the former Vice President 
have appealed to the President to 
act now to separate RFC func- 
tions from Department of Com- 
merce by executive order or to 
indicate that he will sign the 
George bill. 

Hannegan’s statement, given to 
the, Post-Dispatch in response to 
questions, was the first he has 
made on the Wallace-Jones row. 
It revealed that he, as well as 
Oscar Ewing and Edwin W. 
Pauley, committee vice president 
and treasurer, respectively, have 
been active behind the scenes in 
seeking to have Wallace approved. 

Hannegan Advised Delay. 

Hannegan disclosed that he had 
had luncheon with Wallace in New 
York Sunday and discussed the 
general situation with him. He 
had advised Wallace's friends to 
seek postponement of Senate ac- 
tion on the nomination as secre- 
tary. Anti-Wallace senators, Han- 
negan feels, are anxious <o call up

With 
other Americans, I am grateful 
for the things that Henry Wal- 
lace has done as a great Secre- 
tary of Agriculture and as a 
Vice President with a clear 
voice to the conscience and the 
hopes of men everywhere. 
You and I can be grateful also 
for what Henry Wallace is in 
the meaning of the things we 
have been trying to do to make 
a better America and, in the 
war we now wage, to make a 
better world.

St. Louisans in Group That Fought

WITH THE NINETY-FOURTH 
INFANTRY IN GERMANY, Jan. 
30 (AP).—Two St. Louis men were 
in a group of 23 American soldiers 
who for a week withstood hunger 
and fought off repeated German 
artillery and infantry attacks 
while they were cut off from their 
own troops in a German counter- 
attack west of Tettingen, Ger- 
many. 

The St. Louisans were Lt. John 
Robert Travers, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Joseph Travers, 7116 For- 
sythe boulevard, and Sgt. Victory 
T. Carnaghi. (Efforts to learn 
the address and next of kin of 
Sgt. Carnaghi were unsuccessful.) 
Ernie W. Wells of Turtle, Mo., 
also was a member of the trapped 
group. 

Lt. Travers, commander of the 
platoon, which was cut off and 
surrounded by Germans in a small 
apple orchard, made three unsuc- 
cessful attempts to break through 
to American lines. He made it 
with two other men on the fourth 
try, and returned to the stranded 
group with two combat patrols. 

German resistance, in the mean- 
time, had stiffened considerably 
and further efforts to get rescue 


the orchard were abandoned by 
the regimental commander. 

With several woundedo men, the 
Americans were in four large fox- 
holes with hard snow parapets. 
Artillery shells came at them al- 


peated charges of German infan- 
try, which the doughboys managed 
to hold off and drive back. 


One day German medics under a 
white flag offered to take care of 
American wounded, and another 
day a dazed German wandered in 
front of the position. A vote was 
taken and he was sent unharmed 
toward his own lines, 

Food.and water became a major 
problem. C rations were issued 
and the men filled their helmets 
with snow to get water to drink. 
The Russian offensive was the 
chief topic of conversation. Five 
hours before a general American 
advance took in the position, an 
American patrol was frightened 
away from the sector by the 
cheers of joy from the trapped 
men.

SURPRISE ATTACK 
OVERRUNS STRING 
OF ENEMY FORTS 


Enemy Says British Are 
Making Major Assault 
to Force Roer River— 
U. S.-French Force 


Closes In on Colmar.

PARIS, Jan. 30 (AP). — The 
American Seventy-eighth Infantry 
Division captured three miles of 
Siegfried Line forts today in a 
surprise attack through waist-deep 
snowdrifts in the Monschau forest, 
three miles inside Germany, 

The First Army outfit struck 
just north of the eliminated Bel- 
gian bulge while other troops of 
Lt. Gen. Courtney H. Hodges’ 
command and the Third Army 
moved up to the West Wall de- 
fenses along 40 miles of the Ar- 
dennes front, 

The Third Army expanded its 
Our River’ bridgehead nearly a 


mile into Germany on a two-mile 
front. 

In Alsace, American and French 
troops won a bridgehead over the 
Colmar canal and closed in on 
Colmar, largest French city still 
in German hands except the long 
by-passed Atlantic ports. Paris 
newspapers said Colmar itself was 
under attack, The canal crossing 
was made at a point about a half 
mile from the city limits, 


Monschau Forest Action. 


American advances in the Mon- 
schau forest ranged up to four 
miles. At least four First Army 
divisions were attacking in the 
area. 


The Seventy-eighth Division’s 
achievement was scored in a nine- 
hour battle against the lightest 
opposition on the rugged forest 
front since November. Scratch 
Nazi troops, such as have been 
left to hold many parts of the 
Western front, crumbled and gave 
up. 

The division jumped off from 
Simmerrath, drove west to Kester- 
nich, three miles inside Germany, 
and then turned south for three 
miles to eliminate a long-held Ger- 
man salient of several square 
miles, They overran concrete pill- 
boxes and dragon teeth tank bar- 
riers which formed the Siegfried 
line. 

“The attack is going so well that 
we are going to accomplish in one 
day what we hoped to do in two,” 
youthful Lt. Col. George B. Sloan,

YANKS CAPTURE 
OR KILL 318 NAZIS 
WITHOUT A LOSS 


Not a Man Even Wounded 
in Taking Belgian Town 
—Some Hit Later by 
Artillery Fire.

WITH AMERICAN INFANTRY 
APPROACHING THE  SIEG- 
FRIED LINE, Jan. 29 (Delayed) 
(AP) —This famous infantry unit 
has just captured the defended 
Belgian town of Herresbach by 
killing 138 Germans and capturing 
180 without losing a single man— 
killed, wounded or missing. 

It is unbelieveable at first, but 
crosschecks with several sources 
confirmed it. 

Capt. Fordyce Gorham, Couders- 
port, Pa,, offered this explanation: 

“The guys had been walking in 
deep snow for 12 hours. When it 
got dark they were within sight 
of the town. They wanted some 
buildings to sleep in—so they took 
the town.” 

It happened last night. 

This was the biggest bag of Ger- 
mans yet taken on the whole First 
Army front in any operation that 
did not cost a single casualty. 

That the Germans put up a fight 
was obvious from the number of 
dead. Those who surrendered 
came mostly out of cellars. 

The total victory did not hold 
good for long. Soon after the 
American troops had gained full 
control of the town, the Germans 
loosed artillery fire which cost us 
some men. 

The Americans had tanks—only 
four in the initial assault—and 
the Germans had none. The dough- 
boys rode them in just after dusk, 
eight or 10 riflemen on each tank, 
and more infantrymen followed on 
foot.

Volcano and Iwo Islands

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 30 (AP). 
—An unconfirmed Tokyo broad- 
cast today said 36 American Super- 
fortresses bombed northern Luzon 
island in the Philippines. Poor 
reception prevented recording all 
of the broadcast. 

If the report is true, it would be 


the first B-29 attack on the Phil- 
ippines. Gen. Tomoyuki Yama- 
shita, Japanese commander, is re- 
ported to have strong concentra- 
tions on northern Luzon. 

Meanwhile, rocket-firing Marine 
Mitchell bombers patrolling the 
Superfortresses’ Tokyo trail as far 
as the Bonin Islands damaged 
three Japanese destroyers and two 
cargo vessels. 

The new advanced Pacific Fleet 
headquarters announced the Sat- 
urday strike in the Bonin and Vol- 
cano islands was the fifty-fourth 
consecutive night attack on ship- 
ping in that area. 

The fifty-first and fifty-second 
straight days of land-based air at- 
tacks on Iwo in the Volcano islands 
Friday and Saturday by Army Lib- 
erators also were reported. 

The Navy said that during 52 
days of steady raiding at Iwo, an 
average of 28 bombers have pound- 
ed the island’s eight square miles. 
Iwo also has been blasted inter- 
mittently by Superfortresses and 
by guns of the fleet. 

The latest Superfortresses raid 
on Iwo was carried out with 
“good results” against only 
“meager” fighter opposition and 
antiaircraft fire, Twentieth Air

MANY TARGETS HIT 
IN RYUKYUS RAID

ABOARD ADM. McCAIN’S 
FLAGSHIP OFF RYUKYU 
ISLANDS, Jan. 22 (Delayed) 
(AP).—(Via Navy Radio)—Amer- 
ican carrier ‘planes struck the 
southern approaches to Japan in 
great strength today, sweeping to 
within 185 miles of the enemy 
homeland without encountering 
any opposition in the air. 

Plunging northward after yes- 
terday's sweep over Formosa, V. 
Adm, John S. McCain sent his 
planes over all the islands and an- 
chorages in the central Ryukyu 
chain from Okinawa to Amami 
Oshima. 

Enemy _~ shipping and air 
strength were wiped out at Amami 
Oshima and nearby islands—at- 
tacked only once before when car- 
rier forces struck them last Oc- 
tober. 

The day’s bag (previously an- 
nounced by Adm. Chester W. Ni- 
mitz) included 29 ships of vari- 
ous sizes destroyed, 39 damaged 
and 68 planes ‘wrecked on the 
ground. 

Flyers found the smal) bays and 
coves crammed with small Jap- 
anese vessels, apparently bearing 
supplies from the empire for 
these islands. 

Adm. McCain tok the occasion 
of this farthest naval advance to- 
ward the enemy homeland to pay 
tribute to officers and men of his 
fast carrier task force for their 
work during the recent weeks of 
intensive operations, which for the 
first time reached the coast of 
Asia. 

“Only Navy pilots could have 
flown the weather and wrecked 
and killed as you have done,“ Mc- 
Cain told them. “Only Navy cap- 
tains could have delivered on the 
line the superb seamanship re- 
quired; only the Navy “of the 
United States could have maneuv- 
ered and fought through this cam- 
paign.”

Reported British Attack. 
The German radio said that the 
British Second Army had launched 
major attacks north of the Geilen- 
kirchen-Dusseldorf railway in Ger- 
many in an attempt to force a 
crossing of the Roer River at Hil- 
farth, 27 miles southwest of Dus- 
seldorf. 

The battle raged throughout the 
night the Nazis reported, with the 
British attacking from the north 
and south. The British captured 
Paarlo, a Roer River town in the 
Holland panhandle and heavily 
shelled the nearby town of Vlo- 
drop. The Germans claimed the 
recapture of a town two and a 
half miles south of Roermond. 
German broadcasts’ reported 
that the Canadian First Army in 
West Holland was heavily shelling 
German positions along the Maas

German withdrawals east- 
ward from the threatened Ruhr, 
in progress most of last week, 
practically ceased, however. 
The Canadian First Army, at 
least six divisions strong, is de- 
ployed in the extreme north of 
the Western front along the Maas 
(Meuse) River and within six 
miles of Kleve, terminus of the 
Siegfried line. It has been vir- 
tually inactive since capturing 
Antwerp, well rested and refitted. 
Naval Activity. 
Adm. Sir Harold M. Burrough, 
the new Allied naval commander 
in chief in Europe, announced that 
British naval forces were now en- 
gaged in active though small 
scale operations against the Ger- 
mans in the Dutch islands. north 
of Walcheren. He said the coasts 
of Germany and the remainder of 
Western Europe still occupied by 
the enemy offer opportunities for 
the use of ‘sea power, “such as 
the assault on Walcheren, which 
turned the key to the port of Ant- 
werp.” 

Adm. Burrough said German 
claims to have repulsed attempted 
landings are untrue, “but I do not 
propose to inform the enemy of 
our objects.”

ACCEPTS PLAN 10 
SET UP REGENCY 


Peter Approves Tito — 
Subasic Arrangements 
for Coalition Govern- 
ment for Yugoslavia. 


LONDON,*Jan. 30 (AP).—King 
Peter of Yugoslavia, bowing to 
Allied and internal pressure, has 
agreed to surrender his royal 
powers to a regency council and 
has approved the arrangements 
made by Premier Ivan Subasic 
and Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz 
for a coalition government. 

Peter accepted last night the 

group resignation of Sunasic and 
his cabinet, which he had de 
manded Jan. 22, and then reap- 
pointed’ the premier and five of 
the six cabinet ministers, direct- 
ing them to carry out the. Tito- 
Subasic agreement for the re 
establishment of the Yugoslav na- 
tion. 
Subasic and the other ministers 
were reported to have been sworn 
in last night at Peter’s London 
residence. They were expected to 
leave for Yugoslavia next week 
end for fusion with Tito’s Nation- 
al Liberation Committee into a 
united Yugoslav government pend- 
ing a plebiscite that will decide 
the fate of the monarchy. 

Action Follows Parleys. 

The announcement of the King’s 
reversal of policy and subsequent 
agreement with Subasic’s and 
Tito’s proposals ended a series of 
conferences which began yester- 
day morning when Peter sum- 
moned his cabinet. These meet- 
ings followed a blunt denunciation 
of the King’s tactics by Tito Sun- 
day. The King had objected to 
the form of the regency and what 
he called its unrestricted legisla- 
tive powers. 

Although appointment of the 
members of the regency council 
was not announced, Yugoslav cir- 
cles expected Peter to give formal 
approval shortly to three men said 
to have been agreed on by Tito 
and Subasic, They were reported 
to be Alexander Belic, a Serb; 
Ante Mandic, a Croat, and Dusan 
Srnec, a Slovene. 

War Minister Out. 

The only recent cabinet member 
missing in the group reappointed 
by Peter was Minister of War 
Ristic, who resigned three days 
ago after a break with the cab- 
inet. Subasic then took over the 
war portfolio. 

Before the announcement of 
Peter’s capitulation, Tito said in 
a broadcast speech last night that 
he was convinced the Allies would 
speed “the bargaining in London” 
and said, “we are not accustomed

CONGRESSMAN URGES WORLD

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (AP).—

BERLIN BOMBED 


FOR THIRD NIGHT 
BY R. A.F. PLANES 


4500 Sorties Flown Mon- 
day by Allied Airmen 
— Cologne Bridge 
Knocked Down. 


LONDON, Jan. 30 (AP).—Refu- 
gee-packed Berlin was bombed 
again last night by the Royal Air 
Force. The raid presumably was 
carried out by swift Mosquito 
bombers as were raids Saturday 
and Sunday nights. 

Five bombers and four fighters 
of- the Eighth Air Force were 
missing from yesterday’s raids, in 
which almost 1200 American Fty- 
ing Fortresses and Liberators, es 
corted by 700 Mustangs and Thun- 
derbolts, bombed two rail yards 
at Coblenz, others at Siegen, 
Hamm, Munster and Kassel, and 
a tank factory at Kassel. 

During the afternoon R. A F. 
heavy bombers hit Krefeld on the 
western edge of the Ruhr. 

Allied tactical air forces struck 
yesterday at German road and 
rail traffic moving eastward from 
the western front. In all, Allied 
tactical and strategic forces flew 
4500 sorties. 

German fighter planes were 
so scarce American fighter pilots 
had to chase as far north as Bre- 
men before stirring up any oppo- 
sition. They shot down four Mes- 
serschmitts, splintered two on the 
ground and shot up troop trains, 
freight trains and stray loco- 
motives all over Western Ger- 
many.

German antiaircraft fire was 
described as “moderate to meager”

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 30.— 
An extensive survey of the bene- 
fits of the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority with a view to the estab- 
lishment of a Missouri State policy 
in connection with the Missouri 
River flood control program is 
proposed in a bill introduced into 
the Legislature today by Senator 
Claude B. Ricketts of St. Louis. 

Ricketts, whose general plan 
has the approval of Gov. Donnelly 
and is in line with the Governor's 


suggestion in his inaugural ad- 
dress that the Legislature make a 
study of flood control, would have 
the Legislature create a commis- 
sion of seven authorized to em- 
ploy technical experts. 

Upon completion of its work, not 
later than March 31, 1946, the com- 
mission would recommend to the 
Governor for his transmission to 
the Legislature a policy to guide 
the State in its participation in 
the Federal program, with par- 
ticular reference to the proposed 
Missouri Valley Authority. 

Ricketts said today that he en- 
visioned benefits almost beyond 
the imagination which could come 
to Missouri through the _ intelli- 
gent working out of flood control. 

“IT think Missouri should be pre- 
pared to participate to the fullest 
extent to derive the maximum 
benefits,” he said. “The State 
cannot be so prepared unless it is 
informed, and the Legislature can 
be informed only by a most de- 
tailed study, in which a commis- 
sion would have the benefit of the 
advice of competent experts on 
every phase of the subject. 

“In my bill I have provided for 
a commission modeled along the 
lines of the State Survey Commis- 
sion appointed by Gov. Caulfield 
in 1929. The work of that com- 
mission resulted in extensive im- 
provements in our State educa- 
tlon™ system and in our elee- 
mosynary and penal inatitutions. 
The benefits which could come 
from a commission survey of the 
Missouri River problem are un- 
limited.” 

Study of TVA Planned. 

Late last year Congress passed 
a Missouri Valley Flood Control 
Act contemplating an expenditure 
in excess of one billion dollars 
and an initial expenditure of 400 
million dollars. An earlier act of 
Congress authorized building of 
six dams, at a cost of $87,800,000, 
in Missouri, the construction of 
which has been delayed by the 
war. 

While the Ricketts proposal 
contemplates a full State inquiry, 
it is primarily concerned with a 
study of the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority with a view to the appli- 
cation of that principle in work- 
ing out the Missouri River prob- 
lem. It conforms to President 
Roosevelt’s recommendation to 
Congress Nov. 28 for the creation 
of a Missouri Valley Authority. 
The President said: 

“As a practical matter, most of 
these (Missouri River problems) 
cannot be dealt with by confer- 
ence and agreement among the 
ten states directly involved work- 
ing with separate Federal 
agencies, for the delay in getting 
action would be too great to bring 
about the objectives important to 
the economy of the entire region. 
<A single authority, such as the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, over 
the entire region would provide 
adequate mechanism for the ad- 
justment of the interests of the 
states and for the planning and 
development of the entire valley.” 

Governor to Appoint Board. 

The commission as proposed in 
Ricketts’ bill would consist of 
seven members, two of whom 
would be members of the Senate 
and two members of the House, 
all seven to be appointed by the 
Governor. 

The particular purpose set out 
is to make “an investigation of 
the Tennessee Valley Authority 
and the areaecovered and served 
by it, the benefits, if any, to the 
people and area served, and of 
the standing of the Tennessee 
Valley Authority among the peo- 
ple in the area served by it, and 
also to make a recommendation 
as to the advisability of a similar 
authority in the Missouri River 
valley, and particularly in the 
State of Missouri.” 

Members of the commission 
would serve without salary. No 
provision for an ~ppropriation is 
made in the bill, that being a 
matter for the Appropriations 
Committee if the commission is 
created. 

Ricketts conferred with Gov. 
Donnelly yesterday about the bill. 
Though the Governor did not 
make it an “Administration meas- 
ure,” he told Ricketts that if 
the bill passéd the Legislature he

Greater Munition Needs 
in Drive for Labor 


Draft Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (AP).— 


An Army-Navy report on wat ma- 


terial shortages was presented to 
the House today in a new admin- 
istration drive for manpower leg- 
islation. 


Prepared by Undersecreaary of 
War Robert P. Patterson, it cited 
a need for greatly expanded pro- 
duction of such items as rockets, 
Superfortresses, heavy and light 
ammunition, mortars, radar, 
trucks and tires, 

Requirements of the rocket pro- 
gram alone, Patterson said in a 
letter read by Representative 
Sparkman (Dem.), Alabama, are 
for 10 times more in 1945 than 
were needed last year. January 
production was reported “substan- 
tially” below requirements. 

The critical aircraft program, 
Patterson reported, fell 23 per 
cent below production schedules 
during the last half of 1944, and 
1945 schedules call for “sharply 
increased output.” 


Move to Block Amendments. 


Sparkman read the letter as the 
administration launched a drive to 
block all but minor amendments 
to the legislation requiring men 
between 18 and 45 to work in es- 
sential jobs at direction of their 
local draft boards under threat of 
induction, fine or imprisonment. 
The report was prepared yester- 
day. 
Reporting on a one-man investi- 
gation of ammunition production, 
Representative Engel, (Rep.), 
Michigan, told the House he was 
not convinced a labor’ shortage 
existed.

OPA Accuses 5 Fur Firms Here 
Of Buying Pelts Above Ceiling Price 


Injunctions Sought — Agency Also Sues 12 
Food Dealers for $50 Damages Each 
for Overcharges. 


Suits charging that five St. Louis 
fur companies purchased muskrat 
pelts at prices in excess of Office 
of Price Administration ceilings 


were filed in United States Dis- 
trict Court today by the district 
OPA office. 

Defendants were the F. C. Tay- 
lor Fur Co., Joel Rogers, doing 
business as Rogers Fur Co. and 
Seller’s Fur Co.; Sylvan Jacobson, 
doing business as S. Jacobson & 
Co.; Hill Brothers Fur Co., and 
E. C. Steffen Sr., E. C. Steffen Jr., 
Mrs. E. C. Steffen and Eugene 
Maas, partners, doing business as 
Maas & Steffen. 


They were charged with pur- 
chasing pelts in violation of a reg- 
ulation which permits a top price 
of $2.30 a pelt to be paid a seller 
from whom purchases of $75 a 
month or more are made. 

The Hill Brothers concern also 
was charged with failing to keep 
records showing quantity, kind 
and price of furs and pelts sold. 
In all cases, permanent injunc- 
tions were sought. 

In another series of actions, the 
OPA sought damages of $50 of 
each of 12 retailers of meats and 
groceries for overcharges due to 
alleged violations of price ceilings. 
These were the first suits filed 
here under an amendment to the 
Emergency Price Control Act of 
1942 which permits the OPA to 
seek treble damages not to ex- 
ceed $50 if the purchaser does not 
exercise his right to sue within 30 
days.

ELECTION BOARD MOVE 
ON SCHOOL PETITIONS 


City Counselor’s Advice to 
Be Sought on Whether It 
Has Power to Act. 


The Election Board decided to- 
day to ask the City Counselor 
whether the board has power, 
under state law, to take action in 
the case of candidates for the 


Board of Education whose nomi- 
nating petitions contain numerous 
names in the same handwriting. 

Chairman Jesse W. Barrett an- 
nounced the decision after a brief 
conference of the Election Board, 
following a hearing at which it 
discussed the question with two 
attorneys, representing two of the 
five candidates whose petitions, as 
told by the Post-Dispatch last 
week, contained blocks of names 
in the same’ hand. The lawyers 
were John L. Sullivan, represent- 
ing Dr. Francis C. Sullivan, School 
Board member seeking re-election; 
and Charles L. Moore, attorney 
for Frank P. Nagel, school cus- 
todian, who is a candidate. 

The question discussed was 
whether Section 11540 of the Mis- 
souri Statutes, which gives the 
Election Board the right to scrut- 
inize nominating petitions of can- 
didateg for most offices, applies to 
Board of Education candidates. 
Attorney Moore argued that the 
section does not apply to the Board 
of Education, and that there is 
apparently a lack of legal provi- 
sions governing the nominating 
petitions of candidates for that 
body. 

Attorney Sullivan said Dr. Sul- 
livan invited scrutiny of his nomi- 
nating petitions. He said the pres- 
ent situation indicated that the 
Legislature's attention should be 
called to the apparent failure of 
the law to safeguard Board of 
Education petition processes, 

Moore referred to the present 
system of requiring candidates 
for the School Board to present 
petitions signed by around 7000 
electors as “a joke,” and added he 
thought it ought to be changed. 
Barrett said that, “as an individ- 
ual, I'd like to see the board ap- 
pointed by the Mayor.” 

Petitions of five candidates ap- 
pear to be free from irregulari- 
ties; however, the Election Board 
haw examined the petitions filed 
by all 10 candidates. Five places 
on the Board of Education are to 
be filled in the April 3 city elec- 
tion,

TREASURY WARNS OF BOGUS 
GOVERNMENT CHECK RACKET 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (AP).— 
The Treasury warned storekeepers 
and banks throughout the nation 
today to guard against an “auda- 
cious fraud” involving counterfeit 
Government checks. 

Purporting to be Government 
payments to service men dis- 
charged for disability, the bogus 
checks bear no resemblance to 
genuine Treasury checks. They 
are so ingenious and official look- 
ing, however, the department said, 
that eight of them have been 
cashed in Kansas and Oklahoma 
and forwarded to the Treasury. 

The bogus checks are yellow— 
genuine Treasury checks are 
green—and have “Disabled Vet- 
erans’ Bureau”—a non-existent 
agency—printed on them in addi- 
tion to “United States Treasury 
Department,”

Japan won't collapse internally 
before its defeat, probably on 
the Asiatic mainland. 

The Japanese birth rate is so 
high that “we would have to kill 
10,000 Japs every week to keep 
even.” 

Stilwell was asked at a press 
conference yesterday whether the 
United States might be called on § | 
to furnish the bulk of man power | 
to fight the Japanese. 

He reminded reporters of Gener- 
alissimo Chiang Kai-shek’s prom- 
ise of a counteroffensive and he 
praised the Chinese, who,*he said, 
must be prepared to bear the 
bulk of the burden. 

“The Chinese soldier,” he said, 
“when properly fed, clothed and 
trained, turns out to be as good as 
anyone could ask for. He was bet- 
ter than anyone else in Burma— 
American, British, 

“The company officer absorbs 
instructions quickly and is very 
critical, The only criticism I would 
make is that he exposes himself 
too much, rushes in at the head 
of his men.” 

Stilwell brushed aside reporters’ 
suggestions that the Pacific war 
might last 50 or 100 years, “but I 
think it will iast a long time,” he | 
said. | 

The General, who fought the. 
Japanese in China and Burma be- 
fore he came back here to be-| 

come new chief of army ground | 
forces, topped off his prediction | 
with a note of optimism. Asked | 
why the Japanese are pulling back | 
in Burma, Stilwell said: | 

“I think it means they’re in 
trouble.” | 

At one point in the press con- | 
ference, Stilwell said: 

“I've been accused of complain- | 
ing about the abilities of the high- | 
er Chinese commanders. I have! 
done that. But I believe that | 
many of them are handicapped | 
because they didn’t have thorough | 
training in their junior grades. | 
When they have that training, 
they perform very acceptably.” | 

The General declined to discuss 
his difficulties with Chiang. | 

Told that Chiang wants the 
Burma-Ledo road named the!

“I'm against it. I think they | 
ought to find some means of in- 
dicating the contributions the va- 
rious people have made to it.”

At his press conference, Hopkins 
pointed out that the people of the 
United States lack such incentives 
for participation in European af- 
fairs as Britain’s interest in the 
Balkans and the Mediterranean 
and Russia’s concern over its 
Western frontiers. 

Americans, he emphasized, could 
be won to support only an idealis- 
tic foreign policy. 

Hopeful of Accord. 

Hopkins told reporters that con- 
ferences he had had in London with 
Prime Minister Churchill and For- 
eign Secretary Eden and in Paris 
with Gen. Charles de Gaulle and 
Foreign Minister Bidault had giv- 
en him considerable encourage- 
ment over the prospect of full 
agreement among the Allied na- 
tions on a postwar program for 
Germany and co-operation for 
solving other postwar problems. 

He ventured the opinion that the 
forthcoming meeting of Roosevelt, 
Churchill and Premier Stalin 
would be brief, largely because 
Stalin is busy with active direc- 
tion of the Russian armies and 
the Russians believe they can fin- 
ish the war in a hurry. 

The press conference started out 
as strictly off the record, but 
wound up with Hopkins telling the 
correspondents they could print 
almost everything he said. 

He refused to admit he even 
knew when or where the “Big 
Three” leaders of the Allies will 
meet. He also was noncommittal 
on his own future plans and side- 
stepped questions about whom he 
intended to see in Italy. He was 
particularly vague when asked if. 
he intended to see Crown Prince 
Umberto, 

May Go to Moscow. 

He did say he might go to Mos- 
cow, but was not sure, and gave 
a flat negative when asked if he 
intended to visit Greece. 

Under questioning about the 
policy regarding Italy, the Presi- 
dent's envoy declared the Allied 
armies could not afford to sweep 
on and leave the way free for 
Fascist governments to spring up 
behind them. 

Referring specifically to Italy, 
Hopkins asserted he had misgiv- 
ings over much of the information 
reaching the United States about 
the situation here and so far, he 
said, he had seen nothing here to 
dispel those misgivings. 

In this connection, he expressed 
doubts over the abilities of tigers 
to change their stripes overnight 
or of Fascists to change their 
political views. 

He biamed shipping limitations 
for failure of the Allies to import 
enough food for Italy to insure 
adequate rations for all and cau- 
tioned correspondents against ex- 
pectations that vast amounts of 
shipping for such pufposes would 
be available when Germany js 
beaten. 

He said the Pacific war will 
promptly absorb any ships re- 
leased by the end of European 
fighting. 

After his audience with the 
Pope, Hopkins resumed a series of 
political, military and diplomatic 
conferences to obtain information 
for the “Big Three” meeting. He 
conferred first with United States 
Ambassador Alexander Kirk and 
then with Italian Foreign Min- 
ister Alcide de Gasperi. 


TALKS WITH EDEN 
ON OR IMPENDING

LONDON, Jan. 30.—A meeting

HE German defense plan in 
the East, undoubtedly hastily 
revised in order to meet the 
changing conditions brought about 
by Russian successes, continues to 
be based on compressing the Rus- 
sian advance in the center by 
holding areas to the flanks. The 
Russians, therefore, must still di- 
rect their main efforts, not 
straight west toward Beylin, but 
northwest and southwest against 
the German flanking defenses. To 
advance straight west without 
pushing back these defenses would 
mean a narrowing of their front 
until the danger point was reached‘ 
when German flank attackg could 
cut off the Russian spearheads. 

This was the German experience 
in the Ardennes. They could not 
break down the Allied defenses on 
the north flank and along the 
Meuse, and they could not take 
Bastogne and fan out to the south- 
west. So long as this was so, the 
extent of their westward advance 
in the center did not matter very 
much; indeed, the farther they 
went the greater their peril. A 
great part of the German loss in 
the Ardennes battle was due to 
inability to extricate the troops 
which had gone too far west be- 
tween the firmly held flanks,

The persecution of minorities is 
an easy and from ancient time 
regularly used means of establish- 
ing tyrannical governments which 
inevitably become belligerent 
sooner or later. Every such gov- 
ernment must canalize discontent 
and transmute the hostility pro- 
voked by its own methods at 
home into hatred of foreign coun- 
tries. 

The persecution of a minority 
will tend at first to consolidate 
the gang and will cow the oppo- 
sition of all citizens, even those 
not belonging to the persecuted 
minority. Let us suppose a shop- 
keeper in Berlin sees a Jewish 
shop next to him raided and 
wrecked. It is manifest that such 
a man will hesitate before oppos- 
ing the Nazi organization. 


Millions Dead in War. 


There can be no doubt where 
the demands of justice lie. In 
Europe and Asia there are mil- 
lions of people, more than all the 
inhabitants of New York, Ilili- 
nois and California together, who 
have died as a result of the war. 
There are in Europe, 300 million 
people—more than twice the total 
inhabitants of the United States, 
crying for justice. A great many 
more than that in Asia have suf- 
fered and are asking for protec- 
tion for the future. I do not dare 
to také any part in denying their 
demands. 

The things that have hapnened 
in the last four years will live for 
a long time in the memory of all 
people, and so will the policy of 
the victors. !

Riverfront Memorial Parking Plan 


Viewed as Major Means of Halting 
Decline of Downtown District 


Garage to Accommodate 3500 Autos at 25 
Cents a Day Recommended in One Survey 
Report—Reconstruction of Third Street 
Would Improve Traffic Access,

REAT importance is attached to the parking garage proposed 
by the Jefferson National-Expansion Memorial Association as a 
feature of the eventuul development of the riverfront Jefferson 


Memorial, in the effort to restore property values and stimulate 


activity in the downtown district. 


The association disclosed plans 
yesterday for an architectural 
competition for a design for the 
memorial. It advocates the memo- 
rial for the national historical sig- 
nificance of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase and the westward progress 
of the nation, but recognizes the 
value an outstanding monumental 
development would have in 
anchoring and rejuvenating down- 
town, 


Prewar Decay. 


In the years immediately pre- 
ceding America’s entrance into 
the war the growing danger of 
downtown decay was generally 
admitted. The war interrupted ef- 
forts to do something about this, 
but the association’s movement is 
intended to have a 21-million-dol- 
lar operation ready as a postwar 
plan. Downtown business has 
been undergoing a decentralizing 
tendency and there has been a 
great decline in real estate valua- 
tions there, 

Notable among the remedies 
proposed, in addition to fulfill- 
ment of the riverfront memorial 
plan in general, has been the pro- 
vision of ample parking facilities 
and better traffic access. The lat- 
ter is embodied in the prospective 
reconstruction of Third street, 
western boundary of the memorial 
site, into a major highway, with 
easy connections to the northwest 
and southwest. 


Assessed valuation of land and 
buildings in the area bounded by 
Third and Eighteenth streets and 
Clark and Franklin ues, in- 
cluding the commercial cénter, has 
declined from 270 million dollars 
in 1928 to 147 millions in 1943—a 
decrease of 123 millions, or 45.5 
per cent—the Assessor's office has 
reported, This explains the great 
concern over the fate of down- 
town, as well as that of the whole 
community, which suffers from 
the loss of tax revenue. 

The decrease noted above is 
partly accounted for by two gen-

eral 10 per cent cuts ordered by 
the state and by the removal of 
the Memorial Plaza site and prop- 
erty along widened Market street 
from the tax rolls, but general 


of values figured 
prominently. 


The association has an analysis 
of the need for the garage which 
starts out with the reference to 
the decline in the population of St. 
Louls, “one of the few cities that 
has shown actual retrogression,” 
and adds, “The result of this ap 
parent stagnation is particularly 
evident in the downtown area. It 
is thought that greater accessi- 
bility of the downtown area, to 
gether with the creation of a 
focal point of attraction (the 
riverfront memorial), would ar- 
rest and reverse the decay of the 
business section and thus produce 
very valuable benefits to the com- 
munity.” 

Shell Oil Co., Inc., which for- 
merly had headquarters here, 
made the parking analysis for the 
association, taking into consider- 
ation estimated population growth, 
automobile registrations, traffic 
flow and other factors. Its sta- 
tistical method for estimating 
population trend is one not in 
favor with all planners, and it ap- 
parently made no allowance for 
the likelihood that many automo- 
biles taking sightseers to the 
memorial would use the garage, as 
well as machines bringing shop- 
pers and workers downtown, 
However, its findings in general 
serve the purposes of the associa- 
tion for discussion and represent 
a practical approach to justifying 
the garage economically. 


Garage for 3500 Autos. 

This report recommends a ga- 
rage capacity of 3500 automobiles 
and 250 local busses, calling for 
932,125 square feet of usable floor 
space. It suggests a charge of 
only 25 cents for all-day parking. 
Space allowed would be generous

A Dangerous Amendment 


Most of the state Legislatureg in the Union will 
probably be urged this year by the American 
Taxpayers’ Association and the Gannett Com- 
mittee for Constitutional Government to do 
something monumentally foolish—to propose a 
constitutional amendment limiting to 25 per cent 
the power of Congress to tax incomes and es- 
tates. 

Since Federal income taxes now start at 23 
per cent, this proposal would lower the per- 
centage of tax paid on the highest incomes to 
virtually the same as the percentage of tax paid 
on the lowest incomes. Income taxes now amount 
to 38 per cent om $25,000 incomes, 53 per cent 
on $50,000, 68 per cent on $100,000, 88 per cent 
on $500,000, and 90 per cent on $1,000,000 and 
above. : 

The proposed 25 per cent limitation would, on 
an average, reduce the income tax of the wealthy 
to the tune of $34,000 on incomes of $100,000, 
$218,000 on incomes of $500,000, $459,000 on in- 
comes of $1,000,000 and $2,300,000 on incomes 
of $5,000,000. That’s why it is called “the mil- 
lionaires’ amendment.” 

But still more baneful would be the probable 
effect of the amendment upon the competence 
of government. The tax-touchy advocates of 
the restriction make much of the adage that “‘the 
power to tax is the power to destroy.” They 
ignore the equally obvious fact that powerless- 
ness to tax is powerlessness to govern. 

Emergencies such as economic depressions, 
crises in national defense, and war, require quick 
and drastic action by «the central Government. 
But what if the Government were hamstrung 
by a restriction on its power to tax which made 
the best it could do a matter of too little and 
too late? And what if this restriction were not 
merely statutory law, susceptible to repeal by 
Congress, but an amendment imbedded in the 
Constitution, capable of being pried out only by 
the most laborious and time-wasting processes? 

This dangerously foolish amendment proposal 
has been taken seriously enough to be adopted 
by 17 state Legislatures in the past six years— 
in Wyoming, Michigan, Mississippi, Rhode Island, 
Iowa, Maine, Massachusetts, Alabama, Arkansas, 
Delaware, Illinois, Indiana, New Hampshire, 
Pennsylvania, Wisconsin, Kentucky and New 
Jersey. Forty-two of the 48 state Legislatures 
are in session this year, and it is expected that 
most of them will be pressed to approve the 
amendment proposal. Theirs will be an excel- 
lent opportunity to stand firm against an attack 
upon the adequacy of our Government. 
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Chiang’s Name for It 

Chiang Kai-shek, who procured the removal of 
Gen. Joseph W, Stilwell from his society, now 
proposes to call the Ledo-Burma Road the Stil- 
well Highway, a Via Vinegara. The ’gissimo 
may be mindful of the old Chinese proverb that 
distance doth lend a certain enchantment. Or 
perhaps he ponders that still older Celestial 
gem of wisdom which, liberally translated, goes: 
“Man with face saved better rebuild political 
fences next.” 
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Daugherty on a Health Issue 

An important thing for the voters to remem- 
ber when they consider the candidacy of George 
N. Daugherty, Republican, for president of the 
Board of Aldermen is the fact that this same 
Daugherty was the leader in the recent success- 
ful fight to kill the restaurant cleanliness bill. 
This bill was based on Federal standards; spon- 
sored by the City Health Commissioner, and was 
intended to protect the public, yet Daugherty op- 
posed it because, said he, “It makes every Health 
Department inspector a czar.” He also indicated 
that the restaurant and tavern owners in his 
ward were against the bill. 

This man puts the disinclination of some eat- 
ing-place owners to clean up ahead of the neces- 
sity for guarding against disease transmission. 
He considers it objectionable to empower in- 
spectors to take action against establishments 
that violate reasonable standards of gleanliness— 
although virtually every other city in the country 
has this provision, and St. Louis already has it 
with reference to milk sanitation. Yet this same 
Daugherty aspires to an important position in 
which he will have authority over many other 
matters concerning the public welfare. 

As we were saying, all this is important for 
voters to remember in considering the Daugherty 
candidacy. 

This is the time for a rally of all those, as 
Bobby Burns remarked, “wha hae wi’ Wallace 
bled.” 
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Now It Can Be Told 


It must have been a hard week for Harry 
Hopkins, the mild-mannered assistant eye and 
ear for the President, and his favorite softener- 
upper for a blockbusting Roosevelt visit to other 
chiefs of state. A week ago, the papers speculated 
on Harry’s mysterious departure for Europe. 
Wednesday they revealed that an anonymous 
American powerhouse was getting Churchill told 
what would go with America and what wouldn't. 
Saturday’s press prescribed the same dose for 
De Gaulle. Monday’s dispatches announced that 
Harry Hopkins} after visiting London and Paris, 
had left for Rome. Security, what stupidities 
are committed in thy name! 
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A Policy on War Criminals 

It seemed a few days ago that American par- 
ticipation in the United Nations War Crimes 
Commission would be prevented, and with it ef- 
fective operation of the group itself, by two 
things: refusal of Congress to appropriate $30,- 
000 for this country's delegate, and disagreement 
between him and the State Department as to 
what our stand should be. Now there is promise 
that both barriers will be removed. Acting Sec- 
retary of State Grew says that the request for 
funds from Congress has been renewed, and that 
America has a definite policy of seeing to it that 
the war criminals are brought to justice. 

The Allied peoples are united on the principle 
of punishing the war criminals. There is too 
little realization, however, of the legalistic pit- 
falls in the way of such action, and of the neces- 
sity for United Nations agreement in order to 
avoid another failure such as occurred after the 
last war. 

When the House committee says there is no

immediate need for such an agency, it is dead 
wrong. Procedure cannot be improvised after the 
war ends, and drawing up lists of the war crim- 
inals is a continuing job. American co-operation 
is needed to assure justice, and the creation of 
a powerful warning in future years to ruthless 
men who may be tempted to start a war. 
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Bi-Partisan Responsibility 
There’s a very fine idea behind a 75-word 
resolution Representative Brooks Hays’ of Ar- 
kansas introduced in the House at the beginning 
of the Seventy-Ninth Congress. It declares that 


Whereas, it is the sense of the Congress 
that measures involved in the establishment 
of a peace to follow the present hostilities 
should be considered without reference to 
partisanship; 

Therefore, be it resolved by the House of 
Representatives (the Senate concurring), that 
all legislation pertaining to the participation 
by the United States in international agree- 
ments and machinery to establish and to 
maintain peace shall be the joint responsi- 
bility of the majority and minority parties. 


The Arkansas Congressman has been joined 
by Minnesota’s Walter Judd, a Republican mem- 
ber, in this effort to eliminate some of the 
political maneuvering that centers around the 
present discussion of the Dumbarton Oaks and 
the Vandenberg proposals. It is obvious that 
they believe there is a national need for such a 
limited type of coalition government, and that 
even after it should be agreed on, there is still 
enough left on the domestic front for the two 
parties to argue about. 

The recent visit of these two men to the 
European war theater increased their determina- 
tion to diminish partisanship in the congres- 
sional consideration of the peace to come. “The 
simple fact of history,” Hays says, “is that parti- 
sanship was one of the determining factors in 
losing the hard-won peace of the last world 
war. By this step we Democrats would invite 
the minority to join us in perfecting the policies 
of peace and making it secure—and to share in 
the credit for it.” : 

Hays is quite right about it. There is a bi- 
partisan responsibility for what the President 
has well termed a “just and honorable peace.” 
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A Boost for MVA 


“Sound governmental programs for river au- 
thorities, irrigation works, etc., which by their 
very nature increase opportunities for small 
business men, must be worked out.” 

This is the fourth proposal in Henry Wallace's 
concept of the planning needed to gear postwar 
America to “full and efficient employment,” with 
plenty of “opportunity for free enterprise.” It 
is a statement from the President’s choice for 
Secretary of Commerce that moves us still 
nearer the goal of a Missouri Valley Authority. 
And it is another reminder that MVA does not 
mean jobs for jobs’ sake, but jobs that will 
create other jobs, that will create still other 
jobs, by opening new frontiers throughout the 
region. 
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A Riverfront Pian Competition 

When visitors come to St. Louis, the first thing 
many of them ask to see is the riverfront. They 
have heard of Old Man River, and they want 
to get a close-up of the great stream. Usually, 
they are disappointed. The river itself is a 
spectacle worth seeing, but its setting in down- 
town St. Louis is a dismal expanse of weedy 
ground and cobble-stoned levee. The open area 
is an improvement, at that; up to four years 
ago, the riverfront was filled with grimy, ram- 
shackle buildings. 

St. Louis can do better than that, much better. 
It can rival or surpass what other cities, here 
and abroad, have done with their river and lake 
and ocean vistas. To achieve this is the objec- 
tive of the Jefferson National Expansion Me- 
morial Association, which has announced plans 
for a design competition, with a total fund of 
$225,000, to bring out the best plan for beautifi- 
cation and practical use of the riverfront. 

Here is an opportunity to challenge the imag- 
ination of any architect or civic plafiner. The 
size of the tract—13 blocks long and three blocks 
wide, 8242 acres all told—offers space for a 
majestic conception that will distinguish the 
site and the city. The historic significance of 
the spot and its location on the mighty river 
should likewise be inspiring. The generous 
prizes, too, should bring response from foremost 
artists the world over. St. Louisans will look 


. forward with great interest to the plans that 


will result from the organization’s enterprise.

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Corporation With Soul 

Bureaucrats, it is sometimes said, leave their 
hearts, and on occasion, their heads, with their 
wives when they leave home in the morning. 
Then let all facile pigeon-holers ponder a little 
affair that took place the other day in the 
catacombed chambers of New York’s municipal 
government. 

The city bought 300 pounds of grass seed, 
with the privilege of returning it if more than 
40 per cent failed to germinate. Before tests 
could be completed, however, the Parks De- 
partment had planted it. The tests subsequently 
showed 66 per cent failing to sprout. 

An opinion by a municipal attorney named 
Robert Jordan found that the city “could be 
harsh and righteous, refuse to pay anything and 
be sustained legally, But’—and may his name 
long be green—‘“the law intends the Comptroller 
to be something more than a mere mechanic 
in the municipal machinery. ...

Hub is excited over prize-winning plans for city’s rejuvenation.

BOSTON. 

Boston’s Christmas season was greatly en- 
livened by the gift to the general public 
of 12 prize-winning plans for remaking 
this city on the grand scale in the postwar 
period. 

The plans—results of “The Boston Con- 
test,” in which the first prize was $5000— 
have occupied dozens of columns in the 
local newspapers. Maps have shown the 
city of the future with new parks, green 
belts and several express-highway “spokes.” 


Articles have digested proposals for a 
new political structure, a new tax system, 
a redesigned market district, city-owned 
parking lots, underground conveyer belts 
for shoppers (top speed: 15 miles an hour), 
union freight terminals, slum clearance and 
restoration of “old Boston” on a Williams- 
burg scale to attract tourists, 


Sponsors were the Chamber of Commerce, 
Boston Society of Architects, Boston Uni- 
versity, Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy, Harvard University, Senator Salton- 
stall and Gov. Tobin, 


First prize was won by a team of five 
Harvard teachers and a Boston ‘realtor, 
George Walker. The teachers were Prof. 
Talcott Parsons (sociology), Prof. Walter 
Bogner’ (architecture), ‘Prof. Seymour 
Harris (economics), Prof. Carl J, Friedrich, 
of government, director of the School for 
Overseas Administrators, and Charles Cher- 
ington, who also teaches government, 


They beat out a team headed by Henry I. 
Harriman, formerly president of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce. Altogether, 
90 plans were entered for the 12 prizes 
ranging from $100 to $5000, 


Hodge-Podge of Towns 


Boston’s plight as a city is shared with 
other American cities that have gone 
through the suburban development process 
—a decaying area around the downtown 
business section, slums and an oppressive 
tax burden on real estate. 

Our downtown decay problem is aggra- 
vated by the circumstance that the metro- 
politan area consists of a hodge-podge of 
60-odd separate cities and towns, with sep- 
arate fire and police departments, and 
varying water, park, sewer and political 
systems. The majority of employed persons 
in these communities earn their livings in 
Boston. 

The more successful citizens who settle 


in the “suburbs” are lost both to Boston’s 
tax and voting lists. This draining off of 
the strongest population elements is the 
chief reason why Boston's once excellent 
school system ig now far inferior to most 
of the school systems in the suburbs, the 
city’s port leadership has declined, book- 
banning flourishes and political misdeeds 
have attracted national attention. 


Parallel has been the flight of commer- 
cial property; that is, the development of 
shopping centers, branch banks and pro- 
fessional offices in the suburbs. 


Boston’s resulting tax problem is indi- 
cated by the fact that taxes on 2 per 
cent of the city area pay the deficit on a 
70 per cent area. With the highest tax 
rate of any large American city and a 
chaotic assessment system, the economic 
process whereby more and more downtown 
buildings become parking lots has created 
an urgent need for intelligent planning. 


Metropolitan Authority Urged 


To solve Boston’s special problem of be- 
ing drained of its citizens and taxes, the 
top-prize plan proposes a federation of 
Greater Boston's 66 cities and towns into a 
metropolitan authority run by a city man- 
ager appointed by an elected council, 


To solve downtown decay, the planners 
would tax land but not buildings—although 
a service charge on buildings, based on 
floor area, to pay for the extra police and 
fire protection, would be levied, The per- 
sonal income tax would be the source of 
additional revenue, 

Among other suggestions for halting 
downtown decay are 12 to 15 express high- 
ways, a series of parking lots inside and 
outside buildings, zoning standards for lim- 
iting new housing to 30 per cent of the 
ground area. 

A feature of the second prize-winning 
plan, of which the president of the Boston 
Elevated Co. is one of the authors, is 
@ proposal for completing the public own- 
ership of this company. The plan points 
out that a saving could thus be made of 
$1,300,000 a year in Federal taxes and in- 
terest on stock. 


In general, what the planning outburst: 


has achieved to date is an assembly of 
many good, or worth-thinking-about, pro- 
posals for Boston’s development. And 
enough dramatic ideag were included to 
make postwar plans a vital part of this 
city’s Christmas-shopping activity.

Russian Revolution Is Portrayed 
As Revolt From German Ideas 


“The Spirit of Russian Economics,” by J. F. Ner- 
mano. (John Day Co., New York.) 

Dr. J. F. Normano, formerly professor 
of economics at Petrograd University and 
at Harvard, draws upon a rich background 
of Russian and world literature to show 
that the Bolshevik revolution of 1917 and 
the development of the Soviet state under 
Stalin are consistent with the spirit and 
social traditions of the Russian people. 

In contrast to the Western ideal of 
individualism, the Russian tradition has 
been one of a quest for “sobornost,” an 
untranslatable term which means collective 
consciousness as seen in the patriarchial 
economy and organization of the Russian 
village or “mir” and of the nation. Since 
the days when Peter the Great attempted 
to Europeanize his country, all groups, 
excepting the orthodox Social Democrats 
of the last century, have resented and op- 
posed Western economic liberalism. 


A century and a half ago, Adam Smith's 
conception of the salutary effect of free 
enterprise on a national economy was much 
admired by some of the Russian aristoc- 
racy, and Catherine the Great attempted to 
impose a measure of individualism on her 
subjects. But the ideas of the French 
physiocrats, with their insistence upon the 
exclusive productiveness of agriculture, 
were more favorably received, The Social- 
istic ideas of Saint-Simon aroused much 
interest among intellectuals, and the failure 
of his proposals in 1848 only served to pre- 
pare the way for the more seductive call 
of the Communist Manifesto, also of 1848. 

The doctrines of Marx and Engels, which 
carried a peculiar fascination for Russian 
thinkers, were given divergent interpreta- 
tions in the light of different German 
philosophers. Followers of Hegel were con- 
tent to rely upon the philosophical inevi- 
tability of history to bring about the transi- 
tion from an agricultural economy to capi- 
talism and to Socialism, predicted in “Das 
Kapital.” Those who favored Schelling’s 
conception of the role of will in human 
affairs believed Russia might, through 
direct action, emerge directly into Social- 
ism without the intervention of capital 
Herein lay the fundamental conflict be- 
tween Trotzky and Stalin. 

« . - 

The great Red Revolution, Prof. Nor- 
mano believes, was a reaction against and 
a prevention of continued German hege- 
mony in Russian life and thought. In 
mapping their own destiny and in making 
themselves the subject and not merely the 
object of history, the Russian people have 
asserted their independenct of thought and 
have achieved a society constituted as they 
would choose to have it. 

Those who still regard the Soviet Union 


as a menace to Western civilization should 


be relieved by the author’s conclusions that 
after a hundred years of quest for trans- 
formation, the spirit of Russian economics 
has changed and that conservation is now 
its prime goal—conservation of the gains 
of the revolution and of the struggle for 
industrialigatieon; that Russians have now 
to work only on the conquest-of nature.

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True Story of Henry Wallace and the 
Slaughtered Little Pigs

During this campaign you will 
be hearing again the horror tale 
about the Little Pigs. You may 
also be interested in hearing the 
truth, which I’ve never yet seen in 
print. This is it: 

In the summer of 1933 the farm- 
ers in what are known as the 
corn-hog states were faced with a 
desperate problem. The price of 
hogs was ruinously low. Corn to 
feed the hogs was growing scarce; 
the Northwesterfi corn belt was 
suffering from drouth, The for- 
eign market had largely disap- 
peared because of retaliatory tar- 
iffs and other restrictions. 


Pigs Without Food. 


Unaware of this prospect and 
not believing much in birth con- 
trol anyhow, the hogs in the 
spring had blessed the farmers 
with an unusually large crop of 
pigs. The farmers, as a result, 
had millions of hungry little 
mouths to feed, a dwindling sup- 
Ply of corn and the prospect of 
selling the porkers at a heavy loss 
if they were held off the market 
until they reached the age at 
which pigs are usually killed. 

On July 18, 1933, representatives 
of corn and hog farmers from 
Nebraska, South Dakota, Minne- 
sota, Iowa, Kansas, Missouri, Wis- 
consin, Illinois, Indiana and Ohio 
met in Des Moines. The 76 dele- 
gates present named a committee 
of 25 to act, with Earl Smith, 
president of the Illinois Agricul- 
tural Association (now vice-presi- 
dent of the American Farm Bu- 
reau Federation), as its chairman 
and Ralph H. Moyer, Iowa farmer, 
secretary. The committee met in 
the Union League Club of Chicago 
July 24 and 25, and there unani- 
mously agreed on a plan to raise 
the price of hogs and relieve the 
pig situation. This called for ask- 
ing the Department of Agriculture 
to contract with the packers to 
purchase and process pigs. weigh- 
ing from 50 to 110 pounds, the 
product to be disposed of to the 
Red Cross or other relief agencies. 

A subcommittee, Ed O’Neal, 
Earl Smith, Mr. Moyer, Clifford 
Gregory, Illinois farmer and pub- 
lisher, and Roswell Garst, Iowa 
farmer, was named to meet with 
the Department of Agriculture. 
The meeting occurred in Washing- 
ton on Aug. 7 and the proposals 


of the farmer were fully dis- 
cussed. On Aug. 10, a conference 
was held at the Willard Hotel, at- 
tended by corn and hog producers, 
farm organization executives, 
packers and others. Those present 
included Mr. O'Neal, Mr. McClos- 
key, who spoke for Mr. Taber, 
Master of the National Grange, 
and Mr. Kennedy, who spoke f¢ 
Mr. Simpson, president of the Na- 
tional Farmers’ Union, Mr. Sykes 
of the Corn Belt Meat Producers 
and Mr. Crandall of the Central 
Co-operative Exchange. All 
strongly indorsed the program. 

Following the conference, the 
details of the ‘program were 
worked out and it was put into 
operation. 

The result was that six million 
surplus little pigs were turned into 
100 million pounds of pork, and 
the pork was distributed by the 
Government to feed the hungry— 
of which, you remember, there 
were millions that summer. Some 
very small pigs that could not be 
handled as meat by the packers 
were turned into grease and tank- 
age for fertilizer and eventually 
“plowed under.” 

If those pigs had been held until 
the usual marketing age, they 
would have eaten about 75 million 
bushels of corn. That wq@uld have 
produced a bad situation the fol- 
lowing year, since the 1934 corn 
crop, due to the drouth, was about 
a billion bushels short, 


Why the Silences? 


The squeals of the little pigs, 
born to die that human beings 
might live, were heard briefly that 
summer of 1933 and then were 
heard no more. The squeals of 
certain human beings, including 
some no doubt who helped eat the 
little pigs, still echo on occasion. 

I've often wondered why Henry 
Wallace, who, for aiding this - 
fort to save the farmers on e 
one hand and feed the city folks 
on the other, has been labeled the 
exponent of an “economy of scar- 
city,” hasn't spent a little time in 
explaining the facts to the people 
of America. Ive wondered even 
more why farm leaders like Ed 
O'Neal of the Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration, and Albert Goss of the 
National Grange, and Jim Patton 
of the Farmers’ Union, have been 


so silent on the subject.

Preface to the 


Allied Meeting 


T 


HE meeting of: the Allied leaders will be a council of war and 
it will also be a conference to fix what are known in interna- 
tional law as the “preliminaries of peace.” 


The success of the 


meeting will depend in no small degree upon whether the President, 
who has neglected the task of developing an instructed American 


opinion, is able to concentrate on 
of the meeting. 


This will not be possible if the 
first things that must come first 
become generally forgotten here 
et home, and the second things, 
which can be achieved only after 
the first, are made the criteria of 
his success. When, for example, 
Mark Sullivan writes that “with 
the military phase practically set- 
tled, the ideological one becomes 
paramount,” he is, I venture to 
think, confusing first things and 
second things and jeopardizing 
both the military and the ideolog- 
ical settlement. 

This meeting is a council of war 
because in fact the military phase 
is by no means practically settled. 
Jt is not settled at all in the 
Pacific. It is far from settled in 
Europe. 


Paramount Factor. 


No one has reason to assume, as 
Mr. Sullivan’s remarks imply, that 
the Soviet advance is the conclud- 
ing military campaign of the Eu- 
ropean war, It might conceivably 
be,. but in elementary prudence 
we must assume that the Red 
Army now, like the Western 
armies in France last summer, 
will have to pause somewhere and 
that the Germans will then gain 
time to organize their: defenses. 

In that event, Europe will be a 
theater of war for a considerable 
time to come, and the liberated 
countries of the west, the east and 
of the south will be the bases in 
which the final assault upon Ger- 
many has to be mounted. 

All the “ideological” problems of 
these countries will be worked out 
in a situation where the necessi- 
ties and the limitations of war 
will control provisional govern- 
ments, relief, rehabilitation, the 
purge of Quislings and fifth col- 
umnists. 

The paramount factor in the af- 
fairs of the liberated countries 
will be the effort to mobilize their 
resources, their facilities and their 
man power against Germany; 
their internal problems will reflect 
the limitation of our capacity to 
provide them with supplies to meet 
the terrible needs of their people. 


Sheer Illusion. 


It is sheer illusion to suppose 
that the ideology of their eventual 
form of government can be sepa- 
rated neatly from the great prac- 
tical issues arising from the fact 
that the liberated countries are 
enmeshed in a war which is not 
yet concluded. 

Moreover, even if the present 
campaign is the final campaign of 
the German war, the military 
phase will not be “practically set- 
tled” until the Allied armies meet 
on German soil and have settled 
the manner in which they will dis- 
arm Germany and keep her de- 
militarized. It is here that our own 
ideologists can do infinite harm 
to our own ideology and to our 
national interests. If they act on 
the theory that it is now more im- 
portant to resist the Russian 
ideology than to make sure that 
Germany is demilitarized, they 
will fail to do either. 

For the ground on which the 
Western countries are in agree- 
ment with the Soviet Union is the 


the great and essential objectives 


demilitarization of Germany. This 
is their common objective — to 
make themselves secure against a 
third German war of aggression— 
and only by achieving this objec- 
tive, only in achieving it, can they 
make certain that no secondary 
conflicts of interest will divide 
them, 
Once we become diverted from 
this objective, and make opposi- 
tion to the Soviet ideological in- 
fluence in eastern Europe our 
main concern, we are preparing 
the rupture of the alliance. 
In plain words, if Britain and 
the United States begin to erect 
ideological barriers instead of con- 
centrating on the demilitarization 
of Germany, the Soviet Union will 
react much more quickly and ef- 
fectively than we can or shall, If 
the Soviets have any reason to 
think — perhaps from reading 
articles in our press—that in 1945 
we have any notion of using Ger- 
many ag an ideological barrier as 
we did in 1919, they will take ideo- 
logical control of Germany and we 
shal] not be able to stop them, 
This: would, of course, destroy 
the chances of a peace settlement. 
For that settlement depends upon 
the chance that the Soviet system 
and the Western, both haying been 
saved from conquest and extermi- 
nation, will come to rest in the 
common task of dealing finally 
with German aggression, 


The Danger Involved. 


That will not be the settled and 
final peace we yearn for, but it 
will be the only possible prelimi- 
nary to such a peace. For unless 
we agree with the Soviets about 
the demilitarization of Germany, 
we shall become fatally divided 
from them over Germany. We 
shall then be facing a new Op- 
ponent before we have settled 
with our present enemy, 

In measuring the success of the 
Allied meeting we must bear 
clearly in mind that the “military

If we let our policy in Europe 
be one of ideological conflict with 
the Soviet Union, we must not 
be astounded if Moscow cor.cludes 
that she will preoccupy herself 
with the conflict in Europe while 
we carry the whole burden of the 
Japanese war. 

In that event there will never 
be a world organization on the 
Dumbarton Oaks plan. For it is 
evident that a world organization 
of security cannot be brought into

Gamblers Arrested After Basketball Players Tell of ‘Fixed’ 
AY’S COLUMAJ 


Phils Lost Real Star in Northey. 


$1000 Paid 
In Advance, 
$2000 More 
Promised 


BROOKLYN, Jan. 30 (AP).—A 
scandal akin to baseball's Chicago 
Black Sox affair broke with un- 
expected suddenness in the col- 
legiate basketball world late last 
night. 

Edward Heffernan and Louis 
Andreozzi, Assistant District At- 
torneys of Kings County, an- 
nounced five players of the Brook- 
lyn College team had signed a 
statement they had received $1000 
to throw the Akron game sched- 
uled for tomorrow in Boston and 
that arrangements were under 
way to fix the St. Francis game 
scheduled for Feb, 10 at Madison 
Square Garden. 

(In Boston, General Manager 
Tom Kanaly of the Boston Gar- 
den canceled the Brooklyn-Akron 
game and said he would try to 
get another opponent for the 
Akron team, already on its way 
to the game). 

Brooklyn to Carry On. 

Dr. Richard Boyce, director of 
intercollegiate athletics at the 
Brooklyn Institute, said the school 
would continue its intercollegiate 
program and would play out its 
basketball schedule, using fresh- 
man talent obtained from _ the 
class which matriculates this 
week. The five accused players 
were dropped from the squad. 

Mayor Fiorello LaGuardia called 
newsmen to his office and asked 
the aid of the public and press in 
stamping out the betting evil and 
to take the gamblers and book- 
makers “these cheap, tinhorn 
chiselers, these procurers, these 
punks and thieves and throw them 
in jail.” 

The prosecutors said the play- 
ers, whom they identified as Ber- 
nard Barnett, Larry Pearlstein, 
Robert Leder, Jerry Green and 
Stanley Simon, made the state- 
ment after two of them, Barnett 
and Pearlstein, had been taken 
into custody while in. the compa- 
ny of two men booked as Harry 
Rosen and Harvey Stemmer. 

Stemmer was arraigned on a 
charge of attempting to bribe the 
five Brooklyn athletes in felony 
court and his bail was set for 
$2500, pending further hearing 
Feb. 5. 

Rosen was arraigned in Man- 
hattan felony court on charges of 
criminally receiving stolen goods 
and his bail was put at $25,000. 
The theft charge has no connec- 
tion with the Brooklyn college 
case. An assistant district attor- 
' ney said Rosen would be arrainged 
on a bribery charge later. 

Players Not Detained. 

The two men, described as gam- 
blers by the police, were arrested 
and charged with conspiracy. No 
charges were made against the 
players and they were permitted 
to go home after signing their 
statement. 

This is the story the prosecu- 
tors told: 

Barnett and Pearlstein were 
observed to enter the Rosen home 
yesterday afternoon by Police 
Captain Richard Fennelly and De- 
tectives John Carroll ahd James 
Cone, who had been assigned to 
watch the house. They followed 
the three to Stemmer’s house, 
where all four were taken into 
custody. 

Questioned at headquarters the 
two players identified themselves 
and implicated the other three. 
The five said they had received 
an anonymous telephone call sev- 
eral days ago suggesting there 
Was a way to make some easy 
money. On Jan. 22 they went to 
Stemmer’s home where each re- 
ceived $100. The next day Barnett 
received another $500 to split 
among them. 

Stemmer, the prosecutors re- 
Inted, declared he had given the 
players the $1000 to bet on Akron 
for him, 

Rosen was to,go to Boston the 
day before the game and after 
getting the betting odds, was to 
tell the boys, shortly before game 
time, just what to do.“The players 
were to receive an additional 
$2000 after the game. 

Barnett and Pearlstein, the 
prosecutors said, had gone to the 
Rosen home yesterday to make 
sure of the extra $2000. 

For their part in the St. Fran- 
cis game (scheduled Feb. 10 at 
Madison Square Garden as the 
first tilt of the Notre Dame-New 
York University twin bill) Leder, 
Barnett and Green each was to 
receive $600 and Pearlstein $350. 
It had not yet been decided how 
much Simon was to get. 

The Brooklyn team previously 
this year beat Western: Michigan, 
Western Kentucky and Texas 
Christian at the Garden. 

Ned Irish, acting president of 
Madison Square Garden in New 
York City and the man who 
brought the cage game to the big 
Eighth avenue arena, said he and 
the police had been “aware of the 
gambling activity for some time 
and had co-operated to eradicate 
yg 

‘Tt is a deplorable incicent,” 
gaid Irish, “and gives the entire 
game a black eye.” 

Asked if Brooklyn would be per- 
mitted to play in the Garden, he 
said that “the Garden is not a 
disciplinary organization. We take 
the teams as the colleges. send 
them. If Brooklyn College has a 
team, it will be permitted to en- 
joy our facilities in the future.” 

Kings County Judge Samuel §. 
Leibowitz today ordered the Janu- 
ary grand jury to make an im- 
mediate investigation of charges 
of bribery in basketball and di- 
rected it to “hand up any indict- 
mets that might be necessary.” 

After. summoning the grand 
jury, Leibowitz said that reports 
in the press were that there had 
been bribery and “that rumors 
have been many that the bookies 
have been making killings on 
major basketball games both here 
end all over the country.” 

He suggested the grand jury 
call up sports writers “to tell you

Officials to Blame in 


Scandal, Says Allen 


LAWRENCE, Kan., Jan. 30 (AP).—The real blame for the Brook- 
lyn incident, declares Phog Allen, 
coaches and faculty representatives “who have failed utterly to pro- 
tect college athletics from the stigma of professional gambling.” 


The University of Kansas bas- 
ketball coach, long a militant cru- 
sader against big time betting on 
intercollegiate games, made his 
comment after the District Attor- 
ney’s office in Kings County, 
N, Y., announced yesterday that 
five members of the Brooklyn 
College basketball team had 
signed a statement that they had 


received $1000 to throw a sched- 
uled game with Akron in Boston 
Wednesday night. : 
“Intelligent people have known 
all along that big time gamblers 
were getting to college basketball 
players in the East,” Phog de- 
clared. “Instead of facing the 
facts and acting, our national ath- 
letic bodies, to save face, have 
been meeting and denying that 
these conditions exist when every 
well-informed person knew bet- 
ter.” 

Phog, who last fall insisted that 
he knew of two instances of col- 
lege players throwing games in 
Madison Square Garden, again 
urged that the college presidents 
of America appoint a czar com- 
parable to the late Judge K. M. 
Landis, high commissioner of 
baseball, 

“They (the college presidents) 
are the only ones who can save 
college athletics from the gam- 
blers who are using the athlete 
as a pawn in gigantic operations. 
Bookies from closed horse racing 
parks are moving into the inter- 
collegiate field now and the situ- 
ation is bound to get worse. Pro- 
fessional bettors occupy more than 
50 per cent of the choice seats in 
the large basketball arenas of the 
United States,” the fiery, voluble 
Kansas coach continued, 

“And where are those coaches 
today who were decrying my lack 
of faith in the American boy?” 
Allen demanded. “Or those sanc- 
timonious bodies which deplored 
the ‘unfavorable and unfounded’ 
publicity given to gambling on col- 
lege games?” 

If something isn’t done quickly 
to curb the inroads of betting 
syndicates, a “confused public is 
going to wonder what games are 
on the up and up when the col- 
lege teams meet.” 

And when that time comes, Al- 
len asserted, “intercollegiate ath- 
letics will'be on the way out.”

—-225 square feet for each automo- 
bile~so that drivers could park 
their own cars, thus saving 8 to 
10 cents per car in wages of at- 
tendants. 

It has been estimated heretofore 
that a garage for as many as 10,- 
000 cars could be built into the 
memorial. One merchant with a 
keen interest in the downtown sit- 
uation expressed doubt, in conver- 
sation with a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, that 3500-car capacity 
would be sufficient, while other 
persons concerned in the planning 
have suggested that 6000 to 8000 
might be a desirable maximum. 

The Shell report, based only on 
use of the garage by persons go- 
ing into the business district, took 
the realistic view that most pa- 
tronage for the garage would 
come from persons whose destina- 
tions were relatively nearby. The 
report said it had been established 
that a parking customer would 
usually walk not more than four 
or five blocks from garage to des- 
tination. It estimated that 2250 
automobiles might park in the ga- 
rage daily by 1950 and 3300 by 
1960, but said this was based on 
the following conditions: 

That all street parking in the 
congested business district would 
be eliminated; that excellent ac- 
cessibility to the garage would be 
provided by the new highways; 
that no new garages or parking 
lots would be opened in the con- 
gested area, except one planned 
by Famous-Barr Co., and that free 
shuttle bus service would be of- 
fered between the garage and 
Twelfth boulevard, 


Spacing of Entrances. 


The plan for the Third street 
highway and for shifting the 
riverfront railroad tracks into a 
tunnel, reported by the Mayor's 
Co-ordinating Committee last 
August,. would provide the de- 
sired access to the garage. There 
are various possibilities in ar- 
ranging garage entrances and 
some new ones are under con- 
sideration. Engineering studies 
for the highway and railway 
scheme are approaching comple- 
tion, following tentative agree- 
ment on the principle. 

It was pointed out by Harland 
Bartholomew, engineer of the City 
Plan Commission, that 38 per cent 
of the city’s population lived in 
a northern area which could 
best get downtown by one new 
highway to Third street and 32 
per cent was similarly situated in 
the south, while only 30 per cent 
has its normal approach to down- 
town from the west. 

The Public Service Co., it was 
said by John L, Wilson, president, 
would like to provide the bus serv- 
ice from the garage. He was not 
prepared to discuss the fare ques- 
tion but thought one possibility 
was use Of a ticket issued on pay- 
ment of the parking fee. He sug- 
gested that a downtown shuttle 
bus could be used and that also 
some through bus lines could have 
their terminal in the garage. The 
company, which has a temporary 
permit for parking 160 busses of 
nine lines on the memorial site 
between morning and evening 
rush periods, with some saving in 
operating costs, probably would 
use the garage similarly for day- 
time bus storage, he said. He re- 
marked that elimination of down- 
town parking would speed up all 
traffic and permit faster trolley 
and bus schedules, 


Famous-Barr Project. 

The Famous-Barr department 
store announced last October that 
after the war it would build a 
600-car garage on a site it owns at 
the southwest corner of Sixth and 
Pine streets. While no official 
statement was forthcoming, it was 
at the store that this 
plan might be dropped if a large 
enough garage was included in 
the memorial. 

Because of nearness to the chief 
part of downtown and because of 
the terrain, the riverfront garage 
probably would be built at: the 
northern end of the site, near 
Eads Bridge. Whether it would 
be on a single large floor or sev- 
eral tiered floors remaing to be 
decided. The Shell report indi- 
cated it would be more than self- 
supporting.

CANNED VEGETABLES, 


FRUITS, JUIGES FEWER 


Estimates of Production In- 
dicate Reduced Supply for 
Civilians. This Year. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (AP).— 
The War Food - Administration 
said yesterday that civilians ex- 
pected to receive about 171 million 
‘cases of vegetables and vegetable 
\juices in 1945 compared with 187 
‘million cases last year. Likewise, 
a drop in canned fruits and juices 
for civilians from 23,800,000 cases 
in 1944 to 22,700,000 cases in 1945 


was forecast. 

The WFA ordered, effective Jan. 
30, canners of 13 major fruits and 
juices (excluding citrus) to set 
aside about 61 per cent of the 
1945 production for Government 
war requirements—expected to to- 
tal 35,300,000 cases compared with 
36,900,000 last year. Preliminary 
estimates indicate that production 
of these fruits and juices will be 
under that of last year, or 58 mil- 
lion cases compared with 60,700,000 
last year. 


The WFA order also requires 
canners to set aside about 48 per 
cent of their currently estimated 
total production of 15 major 
canned vegetables and vegetable 
juices. Government requirements 
of the 15 products for 1945 are 
estimated at 93,400,000 cases com- 
pared with 87,100,000 last year. 

In anoher action, the WFA or- 
dered canners of orange juice pro- 
| duced from fruit grown in Florida 
|and Texas to confine their entire 
sales, reliveries and shipments to 
the armed forces, effective Jan. 30.

WALTER VINCENT FOUND DEAD 
IN AUTO; EAST SIDE POLICEMAN 


Walter Vincent, an East St. 
Louis park policeman for 20 years 
and chief of park police for the 
last six years, was found dead in 
his automobile last night near his 
farm three miles west of Collins- 
ville. Death apparently was 
caused by a heart attack. 

He was 51 years old and lived 


at 710 Ohio avenue, East St. Louis. 
He had been under a physician's 
care for a heart ailment for five 
years. 

In 1927 a murder charge against 
Vincent in the death of his broth- 
er-in-law, Joseph Grasswick, who 
was beaten with a hammer, was 
dismissed. Qrasswick was the 
first husband of Mrs. Geraldine 
Grasswick Newell, widow of the 
murdered Jahor boss, Joseph 
(Buck) Newell. 

In 1930 Vincent shot and killed 
Bert Woods, a former convict, in 
a quarrel over Woods’ treatment 
of Vincent’s sister, Mrs. Belle 
Sauers, a widow. He was cleared 
in the killing, Vincent was in- 
volved in numerous encounters, 
having once been shot through 
both lungs during a fight while 
he was marshal of Washington 
Park, an East St. Louis suburb. 

Vincent is survived by his wife, 
Mrs, Bessie Vincent; a son, Walter 
Vincent Jr.; a daughter, Mrs. Dor- 
othy Zeigelmeier; his mother, Mrs, 
Mary Vincent, all of East St. 
Louis, and a brother and two sis- 
ters, besides Mrs. Newell. 


11 MADE HOMELESS BY FIRE 
THAT DESTROYED THEIR HOME 


Nine children, ranging in age 
from one month to 12 years,. with 
their parents, Mr. and Mrs. Oral 
Spence, were made homeless this 
morning when fire destroyed the 
three-room wooden frame house in 
which they were living in the 
8600 block of Moran avenue, St. 
John’s Station. 

The fire broke out about 6:30, 
at the time the temperature had 
reached the day’s low of nine de- 
grees. The oldest boy, Junior, 12 
years old, discovered the fire and 
awakened his mother, who had re- 
cently returned from the hospital, 
and together they rescued the 
other children, Barbara, 10; Shir- 
ley May, 9; Betty Lou, 7; Jo Ann, 
5; Robert, 4; Mary, 3; Jerry, 18 
months, and the baby, David, 

The father of the children was 
at work at the St. Louis ordnance 
plant at the time. None of the 
family’s household goods were 
saved. Neighbors are providing a 
roof and clothing for the children. 


SIXTH EXTENSION OF CITY 
LIGHT CONTRACT APPROVED 


The sixth extension of the city’s 
contract with the G. L. Tarlton 
Co. for maintenance of street 
lights was approved today by the 
Board Of Public Service. The con- 
tract provides for a $16,500 month- 
ly payment to the Tarlton com-

ROOSEVELT BIRTHDAY | 


President 63 Today—Parties 
Raise Funds for Fight on 
Infantile Paralysis. 


(Picture in Everyday Magazine.) 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (AP).— 
With dimes and dollars, America 
said “happy birthday® to President 
Roosevelt today. At parties and 
balls over the nation, thousands 
are observing the sixty-third birth- 
day of the President and chipping 
in million to fight infantile paral- 
ysis. 

While they frolicked much in 
the manner of less somber years, 
wartime activities precluded the 
President's personal participation 
in any of the public festivities, 

Roosevelt himself is authority 
for repeated statements that he 
expects to confer soon with Prime 
Minister Churchill and Premier 
Stalin on efforts to achieve a to- 
tal victory and carve out an en- 
during peace. 

The White House wasn't saying 
anything about Roosevelt's person- 
al plans for his birthday. His 
whereabouts was not disclosed. So 
far as was known, he was with 
close friends and advisers and was 
receiving the usual congratula- 
tions from other chiefs of State. 

At functions in Washington, 
Mrs. Roosevelt was doing some of 
the honors for him—touring ho- 
tels and cutting a tremendous 
birthday cake. She took over, too, 
the thank-you message he usual- 
ly broadcasts to celebrants help- 
ing to finance the war on polio. 
It will be on the air tonight at 
10:40 o’clock St. Louis time. 

Himself a victim of infantile 
paralysis in his middle years, 
Roosevelt has lent hig birthday 
ever since he entered the White 
House to stamp out the disease. 

This anniversary finds him 
leaner by five or 10 pounds, but 
his physician, V. Adm, Ross T. 
McIntire, reported him in excel- 
lent condition when he took the 
oath of office for a fourth term 
10 days ago. This winter he has 
escaped the colds which usully 
pester him, 


In Washington, 20 celebrities 
with top-billing on radio, stage 
and screen are making the rounds 
of service hospitals today and 
seven birthday balls tonight. Mrs. 
Roosevelt offered them luncheon 
at the White House.

ONLY 2500 YANKS ACTUALLY 
AWOL IN EUROPEAN THEATER

PARIS, Jan. 30.—There are only 
2500 American soldiers in the Eu- 


ropean theater of operations who 
are actually AWOL, according to 
military police lists. The figure 
of 18,000, published both here and 
in the United States, represented 
the accumulated total of men 
failing to answer morning roll 
calls from Dec. 1 to 31. 

These 2500 are the real head- 
ache for the military authorities 
men absent for a month or more, 
90 per cent of whom, when finally 
apprehended, are found dealing in 
the black market, 

Technically, all men who fall to 
report for roll call are AWOL, At 
any given time there are between 
7500 and 8000 unaccounted for, 
but many of these may be en 
route from one unit to another, 
some may be overstaying leaves 
by two to six days, and others, 
released from hospitals, are hav- 
ing difficulties in rejoining their 
old outfits. Undoubtedly, the 
AWOL lists contain names of 
men who are actually in the thick 
of the fighting. As a matter of 
record, the percentage of AWOLs 
is far below the last war's.

Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


HIS delightful concoction may 

be one of the most inexpensive 

and nutritious of the hearty 
soups. In fact it is better made 
from the bony than from the 
meaty pieces of lamb. When the 
lamb is cut into rather small pieces 
it is easy for much of the bone 
and meat flavor to be drawn out 
into the liquid. Cooking must be 
kept down to the simmering point 
to obtain the best results from 
both meat and the barley. When 
the meat ig tender, the bones are 
easily lifted out and discarded, Be 
sure to observe the brown for fat. 
Too much is sure to be frowned 
on. Leave just enough to have 
glistening tiny globules shining 
thinly over the surface. If there 
is more than this, skim off the 
excess. The lamb broth should be 
served piping hot and when toast 
and crackers served with it are 
also hot the combination is sure 
to warm, soothe and fill up pleas- 
antly, 

Scotch Broth. 


One pound lamb shoulder or 
shank, one and one-half quarts 
water, three teaspoons salt, one- 
fourth teaspoon pepper, one-third 
cup barley (soaked two hours), 
one-half cup diced carrots, one- 
half cup diced celery, one-half cup 
diced turnips, two _ tablespoons 
minced parsley. Cut lamb meat 
into one-half inch cubes. Add 
meat and any bones to water, salt 
and pepper in kettle. Simmer 
gently, covered, until meat is ten- 
der—about one and one-half hours. 
Drain barley and add to broth. 
Add carrots, celery and turnip and 
continue to simmer until veg- 
etables are done about 30 minutes. 
Serve piping hot sprinkled with 
parsley. Four servings. 


NOTE: Skim off all excess fat 
and save for salvage. 


BREAKFAST: Chilled grapefruit 
halves; poached eggs on whole 
wheat toast; pan-fried bacon. 


LUNCHEON: Scotch broth; 
crisp crackers; raw carrot and 
celery strips; chocolate pudding. 


DINNER: Veal birds; escalloped 
potatoes; green peas and tiny on- 
ions; cabbage salad; bread; honey 
sponge cake. 

Honey Sponge Cake. 

Yes, you can make a_ grand 
sponge cake with part honey. Fla- 
vor it with lemon juice and rind, 
and the lemon-honey combination 
will give a delicious flavor which 
you could never duplicate with all 
sugar. Beat four egg yolks with 
a rotary beater until light and 
fluffy. Add one-third cup sugar, 
one-third cup honey, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt, two teaspoons grat- 
ed lemon rind and one tablespoon 
lemon juice and continue beating 
until very thick and light. Sift 
cake flour, Measure one cup and 
carefully add to beaten egg mix- 
ture. Fold in flour gently, but 
thoroughly. Beat whites with a 
rotary beater until foamy, add 
one-half teaspoon cream of tar- 
tar and continue beating until 
stiff. Slowly pour in another one- 
third cup honey, beating until 
whites are stiff and thoroughly 
mixed with honey. Gently fold 
egg whites into egg-yolk mixture. 
Pour the fluffy, thick batter into 
an ungreased nine-inch tube cake 
pan and bake in a slow oven (300 
degrees F.) for about one hour 
and 10 minutes, or until cake 
springs back when lightly touched 
and a toothpick comes out clean. 
Remove from oven, invert, and let 
stand on tube until thoroughly 
cooled. Then remove from pan. 
Makes 10 to 12 servings. 


Tuna Fish and Noodle Casserole 

One can tuna fish, flaked; two 
cups noodles, cooked; two table- 
spoons margarine; two tablespoons 
flour; one cup milk; two table- 
spoons parsley, chopped; salt and 
pepper, one-half cup bread crumbs. 

Place layer of tuna fish in Cas- 
erole and cover with layer of 
noodles, Repeat until fish and 
noodles are used up. Melt mar- 
garine in saucepan. Take off heat 
and mix with flour making a 
smooth paste. Return to heat and 
add milk _ stirring constantly. 
When mixture has thickened add 
parsiey and salt and pepper to 
taste. Pour sauce over fish and 
noodles and top with bread 
crumbs. Bake at 350 degrees for 
20 minutes.

Of Glands

N the discussion yesterday of 
| the objective methods we have 

for examination of the endo- 
crine system, I said that some of 
the symptoms most prominently 
associated in the public’s mind 
with endocrine gland disorders, 
were personality changes, and 
that for these we have no reliable 
tests, Whether to ascribe them to 
ductless gland disorders is left to 
the examining doctor’s opinion. 
Some modification of this state- 
ment is permissible and it especi- 
ally applies to that very familiar 
phenomenon of maleness in the 
female and femaleness in the 
male. 

Everybody knows them — the 
sissies and the brutes in short 
skirts and brugans that are out 
for the 10mile tramp no matter 
what the .weather. The lady 
wrestlers and golf champions and 
the boys who like to paint china. 
Not that necessarily a lady can’t 
be a golf champion and not re- 
main quite feminine too, but I’m 
trying to make my point in brief 
words. 
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THE WOMAN in politics in- 
clines to a somewhat masculine 
habit of thought. As Senator Vest 
once asked in a rather emotional 
form of argument—“How would 
you like to come home at night 
and be kissed by a justice of the 
peace?” but this was when 
“Votes for Women” was in its 
infancy. 

Of course all of us have some 
mixture of both. There is a fem- 
inine streak in some tough movie 
actors which they like to bring 
out in their most hard-boiled 
roles. And for all their beauty 
and delicacy, I darkly suspect 
that there is quite a lot of he- 
man in most charming women. 

There are methods of measur- 
ing the physical features if not 
the spiritual qualities that indi- 
cate maleness ard femaleness. It 
would be possible tu line up a 
group of men who represented 
only very gradually the change 
from the perfectly characteristic 
male contour of wide shoulders, 
narrow hips, non-approximating 
spans between the legs, and large 
hands and feet to the last man in 
line who had narrow shoulders, 
broad hips, and tapering fingers 
and toes. And the same thing 
could be done in reverse with a 
series of women. 
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HOW MUCH the endocrine 
glands have to do with all this is 
very debatable. The sex incidence 
of various diseases is largely a 
complete mystery. Why, for in- 
stance, should gout affect men in 
98 per cent of cases, women in 
only 2 per cent? Why should gall- 
stones occur 83 per cent of the 
time in women, 17 per cent in 
men? While such conditions as 
pernicious anemia and diabetes 
affect men and women exactly 
equally. Why should whooping 
cough light on girls more often 
than boys? These conditions 
have nothing to do directly with 
the characteristic male or female 
organs. 

Nor has there been any real 
success resulting from the at- 
tempts to jmprove these condi- 
tions by giving extracts of the 
ductless glands or by any other 
physical methods. 

The best wisdom we have to 
give these “mixed” people is that 
instead of resenting implications 
or realizations of maleness in the 
female and femaleness in the 
male, they can accept the situa- 
tion and derive great spiritual 
strength from the proper balance 
and application of the factors. 
The factors are not necessarily 
antagonistic. The typical he-male 


and she-male donot represent® 


very agreeable or strong types. 

Tenderness in the man and 
courage and virility in the woman 
are not disadvantages—quite the 
contrary to the development of a 
rounded and perfect personality.

Soldier, 20, Makes It Possible for Poliomyelitis Victim to Walk Again. 


NEW YORK. 
ECAUSE a private in the uni- 
B form of the Army Air Corps 
wanted to do “something big” 
before he engaged in combat, a 
girl who has been in a wheel chair 
for 13 years will walk again. 

In 1931, poliomyelitis pounced 
upon the lovely North Shore of 
Long Island with its willow-hung 
coves and beaches. It fastened 
fiercely upon 1ll-year-old Alice 
Helwig in the little town of Glen- 
wood Landing. When hospital 
treatment had done all it could, 
she. was sent home—a “wheel 
chair case.” 

Before he enlisted Pvt. Ray- 
mond Lee used to live just up the 
street. In training in Nebraska, 
he knew he would soon be sent 
overseas and might not come 
back. The thing uppermost in his 
mind was a great desire to do 
something to help get Alice on 
her feet again. He worked it over 
and over in his mind during long, 
lonely hours in camp. Finally the 
idea came—why not write Mrs. 
Roosevelt? She would know if 
anyone did,

“I HATE to bother you,” he said 
in his letter addressed to the 
White House, “but before long 
I'll go overseas, I'd like to do 
my darndest to help this girl, so, 
if anything should happen to me, 
I'll know I did something big in 
my life—that is big in the eyes 
of God, You see, this girl lives in 
my old home town and she is 
the loveliest, cheeriest and the 
nicest person anyone could meet.

ATURDAY morning I took 
four youngsters to the Smith- 
sonian Institution. We looked 
at President Theodore Roosevelt's 
African animals, at the various 
Indian tribe exhibits which are 
so well arranged in cases and 
which give such a good idea of 
the way of life of the various 
tribes, and also at their arts, 
which we try so hard to revive. 
Finally the children had a good 
look at the dinosaur, and decided 
it was not a very attractive skel- 
eton. 

In the afternoon a little 10-year- 
old infantile paralysis victim, mas- 
ter Bobby Riggio, came to present 
me with a bag of dimes which 
came in as a result of his broad- 
cast over the Blue network.

North was too weak for a two- 
diamond takeout of the spade 
opening. South, instead of leap- 
ing blindly to game in his major 
suit, should have made the far 
safer, exploratory call of two 
clubs on the second round. 

Against the actual four-spade 
contract, West led the diamond 
ten; East won and returned his 
singleton club. West took his ace 
and gave East a club ruff; then 
East sent back a heart and a sec- 
ond club ruff quickly followed. 

The defenders already had five 
tricks. East exited with a heart, 
taken by dummy’s king. The sin- 
gieton trump was now led to the 
closed hand, and declarer winced 
when East showed out. Making 
the worst of a bad bargain, de 
clarer cashed his three top trumps 
and his good heart, then ruefully 
conceded the last two tricks to 
West's jack-nine of trumps. 

The least South should have 
done was to save one trick in the 
play, since his bidding had been 
so expensive. After seeing the 
trump situation, it was. simplicity 
itself to cash only the ace and 
king of trumps and the last heart, 
then to throw West in by leading 
a low trump. West’s forced trump 
return would go up to declarer’s 
queen-ten.
